Chicago, March 27.—The 45,000 mer 
of the western railroads seem nearer a 
Strike than they were at any time since 
the negotiations were begun two months 
ago with the general managers for an 
increase in wages and a shorter work 
day. The conference today between the 
representatives of the men and the rall- 
road officials lasted four hours, but was 
a failure, so far ag bringing about a 
solution of the trouble. The railroads 
offered increases of 7 per cent to passen- 
ger and 10 per cent to the 
minor employees. The latter 
brakemen, firemen, baggage masters and 
allieq workers.

Justice Fitzgerald administered the 
oath of office to the commissioners and 
talked with them concerning the case 
and their duties in connection with the 
inquiry they were about to undertake, 
The interview lasted for more than an 
hour, and then Justice Fitzgerald con- 
vened court and the three commission- 
ers filed in and took their places near 
the clerk’s desk.

There were 615 packages of digest? dua 
blanks, each weighing about’ 75 pounds, 
and ft required’ seven of thé large two- 
horse express wagons to convey thent 
from the capitol to the express office. 
The total cost of the digests to the state 
was $1.491, or something more than $3.30 
each. The cost of the return blanKs was 
about $1,500. It took $38.50 worth of pa- 
per and twine to tie up the packages, 


to about $250. All of the digests shouid 
be delivered this week to the tax re- 
ceivers tn the various counties. The tax 
receivers are required to return one of 
the digests without cost to the state, but 
in many tnstances they send them back 
Cc. O. D., and the state has to pay express 
charges before it can get them.

The shippers are required to give the 
railroad in question due notice in writing 
of the number of cars wanted, and if the 
railroad fails to comply the law pre- 
scribes a penalty of $250 for failure in 
éach case. The penalty, however, can 
only be enforced by bringing suit in the 
courts.
